2. Citations and explanations 

The inventions relating to claims 1-15 are not described in any of the documents cited in the ISR 
or documents found to be relevant to said inventions; nor are they obvious to a party skilled in the art. 
Therefore, the inventions relating to claims 1-15 appear to be novel and to involve an inventive

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Vm. Certain observations on the international application 

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description^ and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

[The subject of the intemational preliminary examination for claims 1-15] 

The only "phthalocyanine dye having an oxidation potential nobler than 1.0" specifically 
supported by the specification is a phthalocyanine dye binding a specific sulfonic group, etc, at the jS 
position, and there is no concrete disclosure of or support for other phthalocyanine dyes having an 
oxidation potential nobler than 1.0. 

Therefore, it cannot be found that an ink for ink-jet recording using a dye other than the 
phthalocyanine dye binding a specific sulfonic group, etc. at the jS position is fiiUy supported by the 
specification and no meaningfiil intemational preliminary examination can be conducted regarding the 
novelty, innovative step and industrial applicability thereof. 

Therefore, from among the above claims, only the ink for iiik-jet recording using the 
phthalocyanine dye binding a specific sulfonic group, etc. at the jS position (carbon or nitrogen is 
bonded to the sulfonic group wherein an alkylene or carocyclic ring is bound to the atom thereof), is 
th6 subject of this examination. 
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
